WHEREAS, on August 31, 1989, the Palm Beach County Board of 


County Commissioners adopted the 1989 Comprehensive Plan by 


Ordinance No. 89-17; 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
amends the 1989 Comprehensive Plan as provided by Chapter 163, Part 
II, Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
have initiated amendments to several elements of the Comprehensive 
Plan in order to promote the health, safety and welfare of the 
public of Palm Beach County; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Local Planning Agency conducted 
its public hearings on February 6, February 20, and March 13, 2009 
to review the proposed amendments to the Palm Beach County 
Comprehensive Plan and made recommendations regarding the proposed 
amendments to the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 


pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes; and 


WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners, 
as the governing body of Palm Beach County, conducted a public 
hearing pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes, on April 
13, 2009 to review the recommendations of the Local Planning Agency, 
whereupon the Board of County Commissioners authorized transmittal 
of proposed amendments to the Department of Community Affairs for 
review and comment pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida 
Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, Palm Beach County received the Department of 
Community Affairs ‘Objections, Recommendations, and Comments 
Report,” dated June 30, 2009 which was the Department's written 
review of the proposed Comprehensive Plan amendments; and 

WHEREAS, the written comments submitted by the Department of 
Community Affairs contained no objections to the amendments 
contained in this ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, on August 25, 2009 the Palm Beach County Board of 
County Commissioners held a public hearing to review the written 
comments submitted by the Department of Community Affairs and to 
consider adoption of the amendments; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
has determined that the amendments comply with all requirements of 
the Local Government Comprehensive Planning and Land Development 
Regulation Act. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 


COMMISSIOSERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that:

Part II. Repeal of Laws in Conflict 


All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated 
area of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provision of this 
ordinance are hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict. 

Part III. Severability 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word 
of this Ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not affect 


the remainder of this Ordinance. 


Part IV. Inclusion in the 1989 Camprehensive Plan 

The provision of this Ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the 1989 Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan. The Sections 
of the Ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, 
and the word "ordinance" may be changed to "section," "article," or 
any other appropriate word. 

Part V. Effective Date 

The effective date of this plan amendment shall be the date a 
final order is issued by the Department of Community Affairs or 
Administration Commission finding the amendment in compliance in 
accordance with Section 163. 3184 (1) (b), Florida Statutes, whichever 
is applicable. No development orders, development permits, or land 
uses dependent on this amendment may be issued or commence before it 
has become effective. If a final order of noncompliance is issued 
by the Administration Commission, this amendment may nevertheless be 
made effective by adoption of a resolution affirming its effective 
status, a copy of which resolution shall be sent to the Florida 
Department of Community Affairs, Division of Community Planning, 
Plan Processing Team. An adopted amendment whose effective date is 
delayed by law shall be considered part of the adopted plan until 
determined to be not in compliance by final order of the 
Administration Commission. Then, it shall ne longer be part of the 
adopted plan unless the local government adopts a resolution 
affirming its effectiveness in the manner provided by law.

lll. Procedure For the Evaluation And Appraisal Report (EAN) 


Each local government in Florida is required to prepare, adopt and submit an Evaluation and 
Appraisal Report (EAR) of its comprehensive plan once every seven years. The Board of County 
Commissioners adopted the first EAR for the 1989 Comprehensive Plan in 1996, and corrective 
amendments were made to the Comprehensive Plan in subsequent amendment rounds. This 
portion of the Comprehensive Plan outlines the general procedures to be followed in preparing the 
EAR in compliance with the laws of the State of Florida. 


The EAR process is specified in detail in s. 163.3191, F.S., inclyding the timing and sequence of 
activities to complete the EAR. The guidelines for the preparation, transmittal, adoption and 
sufficiency review of the EAR and EAR-based amendments are established in Rule 9J-11.018. The 
procedures for public participation are the ones adopted by the County in accordance with the 
public participation requirements of § 163.3181, F. S. for the comprehensive planning process. 
Public participation procedures may also include voluntary scoping meetings as encouraged in § 
163.3191(3), F.S. 


The EAR is a summary audit of the actions the local government has undertaken in the process to 
implement its Comprehensive Plan's goals, objectives and policies, and identifies changes that 
should be made in the plan in response to changing trends and conditions and to changing state 
and regional growth management policies. 


With assistance from state and regional agencies, adjacent local governments and the public, the 
evaluation begins with the identification of the major issues that will be the focus of the evaluation. 
The EAR should identify the changes that are needed in the plan as revealed by the evaluation of 
the successes and failures that have been experienced during the implementation of the plan. 
Changes inthe Plan may also be needed to respond to new information about or trends within the 
community that have been revealed during the evaluation and appraisal process.

l. INTRODUCTION 
A. Purpose 


The purpose of the Future Land Use Element (FLUE) is to delineate Palm Beach County’s vision of 
how the communities within it are created, enhanced and maintained. The Element is the nucleus 
of the County’s Comprehensive Plan. it defines the components of the community and the 
interrelationship among them through integrating the complex relationships between land use and 
the other elements of the Plan that address the physical, social, and economic needs of the 
residents and visitors of Palm Beach County. 


The FLUE institutes the framework for growth management and land planning in unincorporated 
Palm Beach County, as authorized by Chapter 163, Florida Statues, the “Local Government 
Comprehensive Planning and Land Development Act.” This act requires the FLUE to be consistent 


with State and regiona! plans. The Element was prepared to satisfy all the requirements of Chapter 
163, F.S., and Rule 9J-5, F.A.C. 


Six Seven broad principles guide sustainable land use planning and development: 


(1) Coe and protect natural and man-made resources, and restore and maintain 
key ecosystems to provide adequate supplies of clean and safe water for natural, 
human and economic systems; 

(2) Prevent urban- sprawi through establishing urban development areas, and 
encouraging urban revitalization and redevelopment, 

(3) Provide for sufficent open space to protect wildlife, and provide natural and 
recreational areas for public use; 

(4) Erato quality livable communities by balancing, distributing and integrating the 
relationship among land uses to meet the needs of the diverse communities and their 
associated lifestyle choices, and improve the quality of life through better housing, 
reqestional, and cultural opportunities for all; 

(5) Manage the development of land and service delivery, so that its use is appropriate, 
orderty, timely and cost effective; 

(6) Promote sustainable economic development initiatives in the County to diversify its
